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SUBJECT:  Population  and  Housing  Characteristics  of  the  North  End 


Table  I  is  a  block  by  block  breakdown  of  population  and  dwelling  unit 
changes  in  the  North  End  between  1950-1960. 

Table  II  compares  the  population  and  dwelling  unit  changes  in  the  North 
End  from  1950-1965  (dwelling  unit  figures  for  1965  are  not  available) 
with  the  changes  that  occurred  in  Charlestown,  East  Boston,  South  End 
and  the  City  of  Boston.   The  three  other  sections  of  the  City  were 
chosen  because  of  some  similarities  with  the  North  End  and/or   proximity 
to  the  North  End  area. 

Between  1950-1960  population  in  the  North  End  declined  at  a  faster 
average  annual  rate  than  the  population  of  the  City  as  a  whole,  about 
the  same  rate  as  East  Boston's  population  and  at  a  slower  rate  than  did 
the  population  of  Charlestown  and  South  End. 

Between  1960-1965  the  average  annual  rate  of  population  decline  slowed 
down  in  all  areas  except  South  End  and  the  City  of  Boston.   The  population 
of  the  North  End  remained  the  most  stable,  declining  at  a  rate  of  1.3% 
per  year. 

Three  areas  showed  a  decline  in  dwelling  units  between  1950-1960,  the 
North  End's  decline  being  the  lowest,  .2%   per  year,.   Both  the  South  End 
and  the  City  showed  dwelling  unit  increases,  the  South  End's  increase 
being  a  rather  large  3.9%  per  year. 

Table  III  is  a  comparison  of  age  distributions  in  the  five  areas  for 
1960.   The  North  End  has  the  second  lowest  percentage  of  population 
under  20,  29.9%.   The  South  End  has  only  23.9;7>  of  its  population  under 
20  and  the  City,  32.2% 

Table  IV  compares  the  population  density  in  the  5  areas  for  1950,  1960 
and  1965.   The  North  End  has  the  highest  residential  density  in  all 
three  years  studies.   The  density  in  the  City  and  in  East  Boston  decline 
at  a  slower  rate  .than  did  the  North  End's,  indicating  these  two  areas  - 
also  had  slower  rates  of  population  decline  over  this  15  year  oeriod  than 
did  Charlestown  and  the  South  End. 


Table  V  compares  dwelling  units  by  type  for  the  5  areas.   The  majority 
of  North  End  housing  is  multi-family  (3  &  4  units  and  5  to  9  units). 
Only  2.4%  of  North  End  housing  is  1  or  2  unit  dwellings.   The  North 
End  has  the  lowest  percentage  of  1  and  2  unit  dwellings  and  the  highest 
percentage  of  3  &  4  and  5  to  ?  unit  dwellings  of  all  the  areas  studied.
